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Admiral Rojestvensky’s Squadron 
Still at Anchor in Kamranh 
Bay, Cochin China, Awaiting 
Arrival of Reinforcements. 


ADMIRAL TRAIN, U. 8. N., 
KEEPING SHARP LOOKOUT. 


Station’s Fleet in Such a Manner 
That Ozar’s Ships Will Be Un- 
able to Violate the Terms of 
This Government’s Neutrality. 


SAIGON, French Cochin China, April 
20.—Admiral Rojestvensky’s squadron is 
still at anchor in Kamranh Bay and is 
said to be waiting reinforcements from 
Admiral Nebogatoff’s squadron. The 
French admiral, Jonquireres is in the vi- 
cinity and, despite the objections of the 
Japanese, says he is maintaining strict 
neutrality. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April #.—Rojestvensky’'s 
ships still hug the shores, if not actually 
the ports of French. Indo-China, Admiral 
Train rdports to the navy department, ex- 
cept the fast cruisers, which the Russian 
fleet's commander has sent out to prey on 

Japanese commerce. 

Togo'’s ships are lying in wait, it is be- 
lieved. somewhere near Formosa. 

Admiral Train has carefully posted war- 
ships to prevent the Baltic squadron from 
surreptitiously securing a naval base in his 
jurisdiction, trying to steal through some 
convenient Philippine channel in the Pa- 
cific ocoan, violating United States neutral- 
ity, in any other way, or provoking a 
naval battle in American waters. 

He has taken the greatest care in dis- 
tributing his vessels, because various 
straits in the Philippines offer convenient 
passage into the Pacific ocean to the Rus- 
sian fiect, and because France's seeming 
indifference to Admiral Rojestvensky’s pro- 
longed stay in a French port, as reported, 
has intensely angered Japan. 

Admiral Train cables daily to the navy 
department here what he learns of the 
movements of both the Russtan and Japan- 
eae ficets. The department regards these 
reports as confidential. 

Only one has been made public—that 
which announced the arrival of the Russian 
hospital ship Orel at Saigon, which was 
published Saturday. The young naval offi- 
cer who toM of this also betrayed Admiral! 
Train’s deductions that the fleet might 
also mect in battle in American waters. 
The indiscreet officer's superiors told him 
he might have as well sent a copy of the 
dispatch to the Japanese legation. 

All the ships Admiral Train has posted, 
except the battleship Wisconsin, are small 
gunboats, but they-.carry the flag. 

The Paragua is at Jolo, the Mindoro at 
Poliok, the Wisconsin at Olongapo, the 
Quiros is cruising in the Lingayen gul?, 
and the Dale and the Decatur are cruising 
off the island of Palawan. These points 
make a complete chain of vessels of ob- 
servation around those parts of the archi- 
pelago that seem at all likely to be visited 
wy either belligerent. 


JAPS AND THEIR ALLIES

GUNSHU PASS, April 20.—The Russians 
have discovered a turning movement 80 
miles northeast of Kuanchengtsu (about 
90 miles northeast of Gunshu Pass) by two 
forces of 200 Chinese bandits, and several 
thousand Japanese cavalary and 2 guns.

IN STREET SWARM

INFANT TAKEN TO HOME. 


Husband Oollapsed When He 
Finds Wife’s Body in Morgue 
After Long Séarch. 


An inquest will be held Thursday morn- 
ing over the body of Mrs. Frances W. 
Mullin, the young woman who fell dead 
on the sidewalk with a baby in her arms 
late Wednesday afternoon at Broadway 
and Washington avenue. 

For nine hours the body lay unidentified 
at the morgue, while the. grief-stricken 
husband, unable to account for the ab- 
sence of his wife and child visited friends 
and the City Hospital and other institu- 
tions looking for them. His search ter- 
minated at 2 o’clock this morning when, 
in company with James B. Phelan, a 
friend, he visited the morgue and identi- 
fied the body of his wife. He collapsed 
at the side of the body. The baby, which 
was unhurt by the mother's fall and had 
been taken to the Bethesda Home, 3651 
Vista avenue, by Miss Margaret Conchill, 
a trained nurse from the home, who wit- 
nossed the tragedy, was sent for by the 
father. 

Mrs. Mullin had been on a visit to an 
aunt, Mrs. Moore of 87 Mound street, and 
was waiting for a Washington avenue car 
after leaving the Broadway line when she 
was overcome. The streets at the time 
were swarming with persons, mostly wom- 
en and girls from the department stores, 
and Patrolmen Florida, Schoepperkoetter 
and Hennessy were entirely unable to keep 
back the crowd anxious to get a view of 
the stricken mother. A sympathetic negro 
woman assuined charge of the baby and 
held it cooling in her arms until the am- 
bulance arrived. 

Miss Conchill and other nurses from the 
Bethesda Home, who were standing near 
when the woman fell, mude immediate ef- 
forts to revive her. Mrs. Mullin did not 
regain consciousness, however, and died 
within a few minutes. Miss Conchill ac- 
companied the body to the City Dispensary 
and later cared for the baby. 

Mrs. Mullin was only 19 years old, while 
her husband is a year or two older. The 
had been married about a year and a half.

The Hyde man who learned of the 
adoption of the “‘request’’ got his news in 
a tangled form. He understood that a reso- 
lution demanding the immediate resigna- 
tion of Mr. Hyde had been passed; also 
that the committee of five would start 
right away for Mr, Hyde's office. 

When he telephoned this news to Mr. 
Hyde, who was in his suite in the Equita- 
ble building, the young man at once sent 
out a hurry call for his legal and other ad- 
visers. This was at 4 Dp. m. 

Samuel Untermyer, chief of Mr. Hyde's 
legn! staff, at Once responded, and a few 
minutes later William C. Gulliver appeared 
in answer to the summons. Mr. Hyde also 
wanted his chief lay adviser, EB. H. Harri- 
man, on the scene, but that gentleman was 
busy and sent in his stead his persona] 
counsel, Winslow Pierce. 

Mr. Hyde and the three lawyers sat. in 
the young man’s private room and. impa- 
tiently awaited the coming of the com- 
mittee. As a matter of fact, the committee 
had no Intention of descending upon Mr.

An hour passed and there were visible 
signs of impatience in Mr. Hyde's private 
room.

HORSE WON'T LEAVE” 


Stable Owner Presented Alterna- 
tive to Purchaser of Steed That 
‘Stood Without Hitchin’,” 


TOOK ANIMAL ON TRIAL 


But He Couldn’t Make It Go Far

A balky horse that refused to leave its 
Stable after it had been sold ia at the 
bottom of a controversy between Freder- 
ick Leader of 826 South Fourteenth street 
and J. E. Rice of @1 Franklin avenue.

The case came before the grandjury and 
among other witnesses was Caroline Moore. 
She broke down and told all she knew. She 
eaid she had been wrapped up in a sheet 
by her brother arid Lyons so she could not 
see, and that they had then left the house. 
Presentiy they returned, but in the mean- 
time she had gnawed a hole through the 
sheet wo she could see, and she saw them 
bring in the body of a man wrapped in a 
sheet. They buried ft under the house. 

What she knew about the body, after- 
ward exhumed and burned, does not clearly 
appear, but she averred that was the course 
pursued, and the grave found by the de- 
tective indicated that a body had been 
taken out and the ashes and charred bones 
afterward placed back in it. The hole was 
far too large to have been made merely to 
receive the ashes. 

Aaron Runnion, a brother-in-law of Moore, 
said he had overheard Moore and Lyons 
saying that Caroline Moore knew too much 
about something, and if she was summoned 
before the inquest Into the death of Mrs. 
Boggs they would put her out of the way.

CRANKS: WTO SEA 


That Is Naples Newspaper’s Plan 
to Purify Italian Emigration 
to America. 

NAPLES, April l.—The bad reputation 
our emigrants have in America ‘is not 
wholly due to their ignorance and dirty 
habits,"’ says the Mattina, a leading news- 
paper of this city, in commenting on a 
recent interview In which President Roose- 
velt told an Italian correspondent that he 
thought Congress would further restrict 
Italian immigration. 

“The feeling of Americans against Italian 
emigrants would soon disappear if the 
Italian government would establish schools 
in those villages from which the emigrants 
go, to teach them English and to make 


them at least half oivilized and capable 
communicating with those who are to 
give them work and a living. 

“Italy sends to America a phalanx of 
criminals. As long as our legislation is 
not modified to make it possible to confine 
for life the many born deMnquents, the 
habitual criminals and the insane, who are 
so numerous on our soil, and to prevent 
their emigrating, our country will continue 
to be in the eyes of the world a center 
of criminal infection. 

“It is not enough to civilize the honest 
emnigrants before they gail, but it is also 

ecessary to throw into the ocean all fuel- 
tives from justice and prospective delin- 
quents rather than let them land, 

The whole question is reduced to this: 
Either Italy must purify its emigration 
before the would-be emigrants are allowed 
to embark, or the Americans will purify 
it on arrival. We shall then divide with 
the Chinese the honor of landing on Amer- 
ican soll under special laws, which may 

come a continuous danger to our emi- 
gration In the hands of interested parties.”

NEW COCKTAIL RECORD MADE 


Yale Student Drinks Dozen in 
Twenty-Four Minutes, but 
Loses Bet. 


NPW HAVEN, Conn., Apri] 2.—a new 
record was established in this city last 
night which, while not officially recognized 
by the university authorities, will undoubt- 
edly stand for some time in real live sport- 


ing circles of the local Institution. The 
name of the record holder is kept secret by 
those who witnessed the exhibition. 

The facta concerning the feat, which con- 
sisted of pouring down one dozen Manhat- 
tan cocktails in 24 minutes, caused such a 
sensation that it soon became the talk of 
the university. 

A select party of Yale men were discus- 
sing the poesibilities of consuming quan- 
tities of liquor, when one of the party as- 
tonished his fellows with the statement that 
he would guarantee to drink 15 cocktails 
in half an hour, or at a rate of.one every 
two minutes.

This great festival, which celebrates the 
deliverance of the Jews from Bgyptian 
bondrge, lasts eight days. 

On the first two days the’ people assem-

worship. A singer chants psalms and the 
congregation, each member of which is 
provided with a book’ if) the Jewish lan- 
guage, responds. 

The \Jewish prayers are -sung,

WOMEN CAMPAIGN AND 
VOTE AGAINST HUSBANDS

At Miulletadt, Ill, 13 mites from 58t. 
Louis, is a girl-faced woman who has set 
aside a prejudice of years, caused women 
to vote and won the village election: 

All withowt turning her finger .directly, 
but mé@rely by doing her duty as schodl 
teachers understand the word. 

She is Miss Maiuide Colvin of Normal, IIL, 
primary teacher in the Millstadt public 
school. 

For 26 years Millstadt has been known in 
the’-schools circles of St. Clair County as 
“the town with the man primary teacher.” 
School boards have been elected on the 
platform of “no women.” Accurately 
speaking the words of the plapform were 
‘no ladies’ so strangely are certain notions 
of courtesy and other ideas sometimes 
mixed. 

A change came when Fred L. Biatz, the 
mifier-ngayor of Milistadt, was chosen 
president of the Millstadt school board. 
Mr. Blatz once taught school himself and 
he had optnions about the ability of women 
in his profession. 

He said to himself, ‘““‘We must have a 
woman in. our primary grade. In order 
that the prejudice against women may be 
removed she must be the best we can get.” 

He consulted with his brother, Gustave 
Baltz, Millstadt’s banker, who also taught 
school shortly after his graduation at the 
State Normal School at Normal. 

“Leave it to President Felmley of Nor- 
man,” said Gustave Baltz. 

President Felmley knew Millstadt condi- 
tions well and he chose carefully from 
among the young women graduates of his 
school. 

His choice was Mies Colvin. She was ap- 
pointed to the position of primary teach- 
er by the Millstadt school board, but all 
the members of the board didn't mean that 
she should be. 


First Choice Accidental. ‘ 


The adoption of the report of the teach- 
ers’ committee was moved by a board 
member who supposed that later the vate 
would be taken on each individual teacher 
and it would be possible to vote against 
the young woman. Adherence to _ strict 
parliamentary rules gave MillBtadt a wom- 
an teacher. 

She began her work last autumn. 

For several hours | watched her as she 
taught the little children of Millstadt yes- 
terday and I knew at the end of that time- 
that she is 4 young woman who spelis one 
common noun With a capital letter—Chil- 
dren.

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THE WAY OF FOLLY. 

Although various elements of citizens may differ widely in 
opinion -as to the wisdom or rightfulness of the laws regulat- 
ing the observance of Sunday as a day of rest, there can be 
but one opinion among law-abiding citizens as to the duty of 
public officers to follow the dictates of reason and conscience In 
enforcing the laws, or as to the duty of citizens to obey the laws 
and respect authority. 

The application of Gov. Folk’s theory—an incontestable the- 
ory—that all laws should be enforced until they are repealed, 
revives outworn laws and regulations not in harmony with pub- 
lic sentiment and not adapted to new conditions. But ob- 
noxious laws cannot be removed and their enforcement prevent- 
ed by lawlessness and retaliation. The spirit of resentment and 
revenge is not the spirit in which a community or any elemept 
of it can successfully combat the enforcement of illiberal and 
annoying laws or legal regulations. Boycotts and retaliatory 
measures are un-American and unwise. They defeat the objects 
which they are intended to attain. The state is greater and 
stronger than any element of citizens and its, authority must 
prevail. It is only by reason, legitimate agitation ahd legal 
methods that unwise laws or laws obnoxious to the majority 
can be repealed, or that obsolete laws can be harmonized with 
the sound sentiment of the people. 

If there is intolerance in the laws it cannot be removed by 
intolerance and bitterness in those who oppose them. The 
wise plan is to find out what the people of the state and the 
people of the communities in the state want, what is right. and 
practicable, and strive to obtain it by orderly, legal methods.

Phe throng of German engineers, mechan- 
ies, scientists, educators, merchants and 
manufacturers who went to America drr- 
ing the past summer, not only to see the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, but to trav- 
el over the United States and examine with 
‘xpert intelligence the detaus of American 
railway management and our agricultural 
and industrial methods, are now returning 
and relating to their neighbors and col- 
leagues what they have seen. 

One can hardly take up a German news- 
paper without finding a more or less ex- 
tended report of what some one of these 
clever obeervers had found and learned tn 
the United States, and has related to his 
verein or local chamber of commerce, with 
hie comments and conclusions as to what 

‘ll means to Germany. 

The general tone of these reports is dis- 
tinctly reassuring to the hearers before 
whom they have been delivered. . While 
admitting freely the boundless resources of 
our country, the energy, industry and *un- 
surpassed mechanical skill of the people, 
the superiority of our factory system, the 
speea and cheapness of rail transportation, 
and the resiless, progressive spirit which 
is always looking for a new and better 
machine or method than the one already 
in use, the German experts find, or think 
they have found, defects in many parts of 
the American system which, unless re- 


| formed, wil! continue to weaken our coun 


try’s grasp upon international trade and 
promote the interests of competing na- 
tions.

which agents and galesmen are sent 
abroad, with no special preparation and 
with no knowledge of any language but 
their own, to do business in countries 
where only a trifling percentage of the 
population understands English, strikes 
these careful, methodical Buropean experts 
as amazing. 

The meagerness of technical education, 
the trifling annual contingent of chemists, 
engineers, educated dyers, weavers and 
electricians, as compared with the throng 
of lawyers, physicians, dentists and un- 
specialized graduates, turned out by our 
colleges and universities, seems to them 
shortsighted and improvident. 

But most surprising of all appeared to 
the German visitors the absence of any 
adequate system of special education for 
commerce, banking and foreign trade. 
They consider our so-called commercial 
colleges, where young men with a district 
or. grammar school education are rushed 
through a three months’ course of book- 
keeping and commercial usages, as little 
better than a farce.

How to Avoid Potate Scab. 

Recent investigation hag shown that po- 
tato scab is a fungus disease, and that 
the fungus may exist in the soil, or on the 
seed. 

Soils containing large quantites of ma- 
nure are particularly Mkely to produce 
scabby tubers. Hence, only commercial 
fertilizers should be used for a potato 
crop. 

Seed potatoes that appear to be free 
from scab may be laden with spores of 
the scab fungus. Both scab and spores 
are destroyed by soaking seed two hours 
in a solution of eight ounces of formalin 
in 15 gallons of water shortly before plant- 
ing. 

Where a large amount of seed is to be 
treated a large vat holding several bushels 
is best for this purpose. Another conven- 
lent method is to use a barrel with one 
head knocked out. Place the potatoes in 
a bag and lower into the formalin solution 
by means of a rope find pulley, secured 
above the barrel. When soaked long ¢nough 
pull wp and allow potatoes to drain, pre- 
venting waste of solution. Do not place 
treated seed with untreated, or in crates 
where untreated potatoes have been as 
contamination will HMkely result.

MOVING FAST 


By the Middle of May Twelve 
Hundred Carloads Will Leave 
for Points North. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN ANGBIA. Tex., April *”.—Solid 
trainioads of cattic, most of them Jouble- 
headers, are going out daily for Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory pastures and some 
few destined for Kansas. Up & the middle 
of May there will have been some 1198 car- 
loads of cattle shipped from this point, as 
that many have been ordered to go Over 
the Santa Fe. The cattle come from the 
territory around San Angelo for a radius of 
20° miles. 2 

Such excellent shipping accommodations 
are afforded here that cattle are brought 


a long distance to be shipped from here. 
The Sante Fe people have improved their 
service in ‘every way possible and ship 
ments are moved with the utmost facility, 
which is all contributing to the benefit of 
San Angelo. 

After the ‘cattle shipping will begin the 
mutton moé@vement, the ehipments of fat 
range muttions to market. There are sev- 
eral hundred thousand fat muttons now 
ready to go to market, but they will not 
be shipped until they have been sheared, 
so that they will not go out until May. 

Mutton buyers, mutton speculators, who 
buy the muttong in advance from the sheep- 
men, expecting to hold them and sell at 
an advance, are now here operating among 
the sheepmen. Some years thetre mutton 
buyers lose, and other years they profit 
very considerable, but their business is an 
uncertainty.

“A chorus lady should never 
be vaccinated except upon her arm, Some 
of them told me they had been vaoccinat- 
ed on—well, on their legs; but where they 
dance and march se much that is danger- 
ous. Too much use of the limb which Is 
vaccinated may lead to biood pvutsoning; 
and dancing and high kicking give less 
gtrain on the arms than on the legs.”
